L ast week, Forbes announced 
its annual list of the world’s 50 
most valuable sporting franchises. 
Coming in at a respectable 30th 
were your very own Minnesota Vikings. 

The magazine pegged the Vikes’ worth 
at $2.2 billion. But the more interesting 
news is this: At the ripe age of 56, the team’s 
value suddenly shot up by 38 percent. 

This is where you come in, Glorious 
Citizens of Minnesota. If not for your gen¬ 
erous welfare in the construction of U.S. 
Bank Stadium, owner Zygi Wilf would not 
find himself $836 million richer.

Clayton's Big Break 

A legal loser might finally have his day in court 


layton Hanks has had problems 
with authority for a long time. 
The feeling is mutual. 

In 1998, Duluth leaders 
debated making the skyways around the 
downtown Holiday Center mall private, 
off-limits to non-shoppers. Hanks, then 
17, formed a group called the “Adolescent 
Union of Power,” which called for a boy¬ 
cott of the businesses involved. Closing 
the skyway to the public, young Hanks 
observed, “is not appropriate constitu¬ 
tionally and it’s not humane.” 

Soon, Hanks had other legal issues to 
consider. His own. 

That spring, Hanks was charged after he 
brought a pellet gun to a fight, shooting a 
little hole in a would-be opponent’s chest. 
(Another friend maced the same guy, 
who was “very upset” when cops found 
him.) Hanks pleaded guilty to assault 
and was sentenced to 36 months. About 
nine months later, he was caught escap¬ 
ing, adding another felony to his record. 

To date, he has 13 felony convictions, 
most of them property crimes. In 2007, 
while serving time for burglary, Hanks 
punched another inmate, busting open 
the man’s forehead. Hanks signed a con¬ 
fession and accepted 15 days of solitary 
confinement. 

Then he tried to recant. He suffers 
from mental illness, he argued in a court 
appeal, and accepting his admission of 
guilt denied him “due process of law.” 
Hanks said he deserved to be treated 
in a mental health facility or in another 
part of the prison. 

He represented himself in court, and 


lost badly. The mentally ill are afforded 
no special rights, the court ruled, and 
the “25 pages of records” from Hanks’ 
various stints behind bars showed he’d 
received “extensive mental-health treat¬ 
ment,” the judges ruled. 

In fall 2013, Hanks was arrested for 
burglary, then a forged check. While 
in St. Louis County jail in Duluth, he 
phoned in a series of bomb threats to 
state agencies, then bragged about it to 
his cellmate, whom he also threatened. 

Hanks pleaded guilty to it all, and was 
given a sentence of nine and a half years. 
But he again tried to rescind his confes¬ 
sions, this time arguing he’d been men¬ 
tally unfit to stand trial. (Court evaluators 
said Hanks was “malingering”—faking 
his illness.) 

His attorney countered by noting that 
he’d stabbed himself in the stomach with 
a pencil, requiring surgical removal, and 
threatened to go on a hunger strike, which 
he said would “make him superhuman.” 
Appeals judges were again unconvinced. 

In the long line of complaints, appeals, 
and judicial rejections, perhaps nothing 
looked less likely to win in court than the 
handwritten paperwork Hanks submitted 
on December 2,2015, when he completed 
a prisoners’ form complaint against the 
Minnesota Department of Corrections. 

Hanks alleged that on Christmas Day 
2014, a prison guard discovered that he 
had a wound on his arm, the result of 
self-harm. Hanks claims guards told him 
they were goingto “‘teach’ [him] to ‘stop 
doing this shit.’” After a nurse cleaned 
and bandaged his wound, Hanks was 


stripped to his underwear and strapped 
facedown to a restraining board. 

“They knew they were hurting me,” he 
wrote, “and enjoyed it in their own way.” 

Physical restraint of the mentally ill 
has a long history—picture: straitjack- 
ets—but it’s fallen out of favor for one 
simple reason. 

“It doesn’t work,” says Roberta Opheim, 
state ombudsman for mental health and 
developmental disabilities. “And in some 
cases, it makes people worse.” 

It may prevent immediate harm, but 
it’s “dehumanizing,” says Michael Farn¬ 
sworth, former medical director at the 
Minnesota Security Hospital. “The real 
issue is whether you tie someone down 
and keep them that way, for hours, as 
punishment.” 

Hanks claimed guards left him tied 
down for “four or so hours.” The plaintiff 
had a hell of a case, but lousy representa¬ 
tion: himself. So he filed a motion to get a 
court-appointed lawyer. Motion denied: 
Americans have the right to an attorney 
in criminal court, not civil. 

But Judge Joan Ericksen did send 
the case to the Pro Se Project, a state 
program that matches self-represented 
people with lawyers. “Please understand,” 
Ericksen wrote in a letter to Hanks, “that 
this referral in no way guarantees that 
you will obtain counsel in this matter.” 

For maybe the first time in his messy 
life, Clayton Hanks caught a break. Pro 
Se matched Hanks with two attorneys 
from Lindquist & Vennum, a hot-shot 
Minneapolis firm, the kind an indigent 
like Hanks could never afford, not even

for an hour. 

The lawyers took the case in late March, 
formalizing Hanks’ once-handwritten tale 
of woe into a firmly stated case of civil 
rights violations and “cruel and unusual 
punishment.” 

The state has not denied Hanks’ claims. 
But the Attorney General’s Office argued 
that the 11th Amendment prohibits people 
from suing their states in federal court. 

So the lawyers shifted targets. Instead, 
they sued nine corrections employees or 
contractors involved in the ordeal, with 
a separate claim against the department. 
Last Monday, Judge Ericksen greenlit 
the case. 

One person who knows Hanks describes 
him as “brilliant,” the kind of guy who 
should be treated in a hospital. 

Clayton Hanks has done a lot of shitty 
things to other people and to himself over 
the years, and he’s confessed to most. 
Often, he’s complained about being vic¬ 
timized by a system that doesn’t look out 
for people like him. But this time, he’s 
not the only one saying that. And this 
time, he might just win. 03

Reefer 

Riches

I t was November 2012, and the good 
people of Colorado were about to 
buck their leaders. A grand total 
of two Colorado legislators sup¬ 
ported a constitutional amend¬ 
ment to legalize the recreational 
use of marijuana. 

The people paid the detractors no 
mind. The vote wasn’t even close. 

Soon, Washington voters passed a simi¬ 
lar measure, with Alaska and Oregon 
poised to follow. 

The usual suspects harrumphed and 
wailed, promising chaos, crime, and 
social decay. 

Children’s brains would be arrested 
by fog—if they didn’t die first by fiery 
car crash. 

Business groups warned that workers 
would lose all will to produce, then sue 
for being fired. 

Police argued that disrupting gangs’ 
dominion over the black market would 
fuel violence. 

Lawmakers worried they would 


incur the terrible fury of the federal gov¬ 
ernment, which still legally considered 
weed to be heroin’s equal. 

Five years later, the apocalypse seems 
to have missed its appointment. Instead, 
farm towns are cultivating a new cash crop 


and merchants have driven life back into 
vacant factories. New retailers resemble 
modern vitamin shops, rather than the 
dingy head shops opponents imagined. 

Meanwhile, a billion-dollar upstart 
industry has crippled the black market, 


put thousands to work, and fed hundreds 
of millions in new tax dollars to schools, 
police, roads, and health care. 

These days, legal marijuana’s greatest 
danger is not crime or decay, but politi¬ 
cians’ bitter disputes over who shall eat 
first from this glorious new pie. 

Minnesota has no pie. Not even a 
crumb. The state’s medical marijuana 
program was crippled in gestation by 
the police lobby, so restrictive that dis¬ 
pensaries registered a combined loss of 
$11 million in the first two years. 

Now Minnesota faces a looming deci¬ 
sion. A majority of states already have 
medical marijuana. The new frontier is 
legalizing recreational use. Four more 
states did it in November, and public 
acceptance is accelerating. 

If our state politicians aren’t careful, 
they may soon find themselves run over 
the same way Colorado’s were. Luck¬ 
ily, the trailblazers have already forged 
paths of success and failure for us to 
learn from.

THE COLORADO 
GOLD RUSH 


I n the summer leading to Colorado’s 
constitutional amendment, state Rep. 
Jonathan Singer found himself trying 
to sell recreational weed to middle-class 
voters at the Northglenn Recreation Center 
in suburban Denver. 

To many of Colorado’s progressives and 
libertarians, legalization was the obvi¬ 
ous rejoinder to a failed war on drugs. 
For conservatives and family-oriented 
Democrats, Singer’s pitch needed to hit 
closer to home. 

Northglenn’s beloved rec center had been 
around for some 20 years, the soul of the 
community, home to a senior center and a 
theater. But it was falling apart. Marijuana 
taxes could restore its full dignity, Singer 
told the crowd. Residents began to see the 
possibilities. 

After the law passed, Northglenn would 
welcome five marijuana shops, which gen¬ 
erated $730,000 in local taxes in a single 
year. In 2014, voters passed a hike in the 
suburb’s weed tax, directing proceeds 
directly to the rec center. 

Colorado’s 15 percent tax on wholesale 
marijuana, 10 percent on retail, and 2.9 
percent everyday sales tax puts it on course 
to raise more than $200 million this year. 
The first $40 million went to the Depart¬ 
ment of Education to replace crumbling 
roofs, repair bleachers, and treat asbestos 
in rural schools. Millions more have been 
spent on dropout and bullying prevention, 
police training, and prison diversion for 
juvenile offenders. 

Counties and cities are allowed to estab¬ 
lish their own taxes. Last year, Denver 
received $37 million. Though marijuana 
regulation cost $9.5 million, the remaining 
$27.5 million bolstered the city’s general 
fund and went to affordable housing. 

Suburban Edgewater rebuilt its civic 
center using marijuana money. Aurora spent 
more than $1 million to help the homeless 
get off the streets. 


Eight states passed marijuana laws in 2016. 
Nevada, which kicked off recreational sales 
on July 1, has seen weed shortages ever 
since due to high demand. 


In remote Bent County, where the closure 
of a state prison seemed to spell certain 
economic doom, weed paid for rebuilding 
the dilapidated penitentiary into housing 
for rehabbing addicts. 

But marijuana’s greatest triumph was 
in Pueblo County, a high-poverty, high- 
unemployment, low-education region in 
the heart of mining country. For much of 
its history, its prospects were hitched to a 
century-old steel mill. As production fell, 
population dwindled, along with the fate 
of the schools. 

A dearth of work wrought a vicious 
cycle of teenage parenthood, incarceration, 
and drug abuse upon generations, recalls 
County Commissioner Sal Pace. So when 
marijuana became legal, he pounced on 
the opportunity like the future of Pueblo 
depended on it. 

“We’ve had a huge economic boom.” 

Fallow farmland transformed into 
emerald fields of cannabis. Processing labs 
brought $150 million of outside invest¬ 
ment. Unemployment rates dove from 12.9 
percent to 3.2 percent, as jobs opened for 
construction workers, horticulturists, lab 
technicians, chemists, pastry chefs, secu¬ 
rity guards, andbudtenders. The county’s 
new population punched in at a historic 
high of 165,000. 

Dispensaries brought millions in tax 
revenue that otherwise would have been 
squandered in the black market. Pueblo 
put it to use providing college scholarships 
to every homegrown high school gradu¬ 
ate who wanted to attend a local college 
or university. Roads were paved. Parks 
were built. Middle schools received drug 
counselors. The county jail got a makeover. 

Colorado State University-Pueblo estab¬ 
lished the world’s first marijuana research 
institution, a school of weed that offers stud¬ 
ies in the plant, the business, and social 
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impacts. This year, ithosted aconference that 
attracted scholars from more than 20 coun¬ 
tries, including Dr. Raphael Mechoulam, 
the Israeli chemist who discovered THC 
and the endocannabinoid system. 

“Local communities across the state can 
look at places like Northglenn, or Pueblo, 
and say, "You know what? Things haven’t 
gotten worse there,”’ says Rep. Singer. “In 
fact, they’ve gotten better and they’ve gotten 
better because of legalized, recreational 
marijuana. 

“If you told me in 2011 that in just a 
couple of years I’d be passing statewide 
tax increases to help kids, and I’d be using 
legal marijuana dollars, I might ask what 
you were smoking.” 

AN OFF THE-CHARTS 
WINDFALL 


W ashington’s sunny valleylands are 
blessed with an arid climate and 
a long growing season, making 
it one of the best places in the famously 
rainy Pacific Northwest to cultivate huge 
tracts of marijuana. 

Since sales launched six months after 
Colorado’s, legal weed has bled $1.5 bil¬ 
lion from Washington’s black market. It’s 
the state’s fastest growing new revenue 
stream, with receipts totaling a stunning 
$260 million a year, thanks to a beefy 37 
percent tax. Next year is expected to bring 
in more than $300 million. 

In their 2012 ballot initiative, voters 
chose to earmark earnings to provide health 
care for the poorest of the poor, rehab for 
pregnant women addicted to opioids and 
meth, new beds in juvenile drug treatment 
centers, and mental health care for kids. 

A dropout prevention program, whose 
budget was plundered during the Great 
Recession, received a boost from marijuana 
dollars, raising graduation rates in once- 
maligned districts by 30 percent. 

Michael Langer, the state’s behavioral 
health chief, credits drug prevention work 
for keeping Washington’s teen usage flat,

even as surveys show kids increasingly 
believe weed to be safer than cigarettes 
and binge-drinking. 

“Typically that’s followed with a spike 
in use, when you see the perception of 
harm go down, but that hasn’t happened 
as of yet,” he says. “We have seen other 
drug use patterns come down—tobacco, 
alcohol, and such.” 

But by targeting social services, rather 
than adopting Colorado’s flexibility, some 
are feeling left out of the state’s new bounty. 
It’s also created the perfect environment 
for politicians to do what they do best: 
squabble over the riches. 

Things aren’t going as swimmingly in 
Spokane County, says Commissioner Al 
French. 

Marijuana brought Spokane thousands 
of new jobs and returned vacant ware¬ 


houses to life, but when the bud flowers 
for harvest, whole towns reek like a skunk 
invasion. Unlike Colorado, which gener¬ 
ally requires weed to be farmed indoors, 
Washington permits outdoor grows. Deal¬ 
ing with odor complaints has cost Spokane 
$1 million, while property values have 
been reduced. 

Marijuana taxes don’t cover the costs of 
regulation, French says. Not because weed 
isn’t generating revenue, but because the 
state is hoarding it. 

In the legislature, the new revenue 
has sparked partisan tugs of war. Politi¬ 
cians have raided weed coffers to shore 
up Washington’s finances—and pay for 
their past mistakes. 

In 2012, Washington’s Supreme Court 
found the government in contempt for 
underfunding education. Schools were per¬ 
petually short-staffed with overcrowded 
classrooms. Teachers were paying for basic 
supplies from their own pockets, while 
parents had to fundraise for art and music. 
Washington was fined $100,000 for every 
day it failed to remedy the situation. 

Republicans wanted to circumvent vot¬ 
ers’ wishes by pouring all the marijuana 
money into K-12 education. Democrats 
fought back. 

These days, the eternally vigilant Sen. 
Reuven Carlyle (D-Seattle) plays guard 
dog to ensure dollars earmarked for health 
are actually spent on health. 

“I think there has already become an 
unanticipated windfall at a magnitude that’s 
just off the charts, no question about that,” 
he says. “Now the question is, 'How do 
you responsibly manage that rather than 
turning into a drunken sailor?’ You have 
to be smart.” 

At the end of the day, tens of millions 
of pot money got funneled to education 
anyway. Republican Rep. Cary Condotta 
is happy about that.

The biggest flaw in Washington’s rollout, 
Condotta maintains, was the insult to local 
government Only $6 million is spread across 
the state’s entire roster of marijuana-selling 
counties, not nearly enough to cover new 
costs of enforcement and regulation. He’s 
been trying to raise that to $10 million, 
without much luck. 

Nevertheless, folks on both sides of the 
aisle agree that legalization has been an 
unequivocal success. The gravy’s thicker 
than expected, the problems far fewer. Crit¬ 
ics grumble about increases in marijuana- 
impaired driving, but Condotta chalks that 
up to law enforcement takinga novel interest 
in searching for it when they never looked 
so hard before. 

Every day, conversations around mari¬ 
juana become less hysterical, and more 
mature. 

'When [Minnesota’s] ready to put this 
together, have your guys call me,” Condotta 
offers. “Because if you do this thing right, 
it’s a home run.” 


THE LAND OF LUMBERING 
RESISTANCE 


T he leaders of legal weed states are 
proud to say they ’re receiving many 
marijuana tourists these days. Diplo¬ 
mats from Germany and France, who have 
made pilgrimages to Denver, Seattle, and 
Portland, are convinced they must study 
now for inevitable legalization in their 
own countries. 

Canada is on the brink. Prime Minister 
Justin Trudeau introduced legislation in 
April, fulfilling a campaign promise that 
helped him gain office. 

But what matters most to the small, 
free-thinking states taking the first step 
is that others join 
their ranks. As more 
states embrace the 
idea, congressional 
power tips against 
any thought of federal 
interference. 

They envision a 
day when the feds no 
longer deem weed a 
controlled substance. 

A day when insurers 
include it in health policies, when banks 
won’t fear a crackdown for servicing mari¬ 
juana businesses. 

California, with its heavy-hitting 55 
electors, was a big recruit to the cause 
last year. Minnesota, meanwhile, has its 
transmission frozen in neutral. 

There’s no doubt of strongpublic interest, 
but the state legislature is increasingly prone 
to dysfunction, rather than bold moves. 

Three years ago, it was with lumber¬ 
ing resistance that Minnesota passed one 
of the most restrictive medical cannabis 
programs in the nation. So few conditions 
qualified—amputees couldn’t get it for phan¬ 


tom limb pain, and cancer patients had to 
either suffer great pain or have less than 
a year to live—that the market generated 
few customers. 

Prices remained prohibitively high, so 
those who managed to get a medical license 
still had to rely on the black market. 

Doctors are just as fearful as politicians. 
Physicians who work for major hospitals, 
wary of becoming typecast as pot doctors, 
won’t publicly say if they certify patients. 
Only two independent clinics advertise 
the service. 

Dr. Jacob Mirman of Life Medical in St. 
Louis Park is mystified by his colleagues’ 
reluctance to embrace a medication proven 
to treat pain without the risk of addictive 
opioids. From the Hippocratic, humani¬ 
tarian perspective, “You can’t not do it,” 
he says. 

“People are reporting a lot less pain, a 
lot less spasms. They’re sleeping better, 
they’re getting off their narcotics. There’s 
really no negative here, except the cost.” 

It’s frustrating, Mirman says, that while 
people across the state are journeying to 
his clinic for marijuana certification, the 
vast majority of his regulars—the elderly, 
disabled, and low-income—can’t afford 
the opportunity to break their opioid 
dependence. 

STRUGGLES IN 
BUNGLING OREGON 


T here are headaches that come 
with constructing a good regula¬ 
tory framework from scratch. Yet 
so far, the problems stem not from the 
dangers of weed, but the chronic affliction 
of poor government. 

Legalization came to Oregon two years 
after Colorado and Washington, produc¬ 
ing some of the finest 
bud ever cultivated 
on God’s green earth. 
But the byproducts 
of a bungling govern- 
ment were almost 
immediate. 

Costly lab testing 
regulations, which 
certify organic bud 
only, have created a 
backlog of legal weed. 
That’s left dispensaries occasionally short 
of wares, while weed is stockpiled in store¬ 
rooms—and occasionally leaked into the 
more efficient black market. 

Nor is Oregon generating the tax windfall 
seen in other states. It reaped just $79 mil¬ 
lion since the start of sales last year. Much 
of this is a product of Oregon’s longstand¬ 
ing aversion to sales tax, which prevents 
the government from imposing anything 
more than 17 percent at the point of sale, 
plus a 3 percent local tax. 

That’s still $79 million Oregon didn’t 
have before. But when the state’s run¬ 
ning a $1.6 billion budget gap, “that 


doesn’t amount to a hill of beans,” says 
Rob Bovett, attorney for Association of 
Oregon Counties. 

For many Oregonians, legalization has 
been an ordeal in managing expectations. 
Revenues haven’t manifested in tangible 
improvements to ordinary people’s lives. 

“A lot of folks still believe that marijuana 
legalization was going to be the end-all, 
be-all, save-all for local government, the 
economic distress that we have in our 
school systems,” Bovett says. “Throwing 
an additional $30 million into our education 
system, I don’t want to call it chump change, 


but it really isn’t going to save anything.” 

Add in Oregon’s black market leakage— 
the consequence of producing too much 
desirable weed for Oregonians alone to 
smoke, try as they might—and the jury’s 
hung on whether marijuana will eventually 
prove to be worth the aggravation. 

Eventually, 40 percent of the revenue will 
go to schools, to be spread thin via a complex 
formula directing funds to the districts that 
need it the most. Twenty-five percent will 
go to health; 15 percent will pay for major 
crimes investigations by the Oregon State 
Police; and 10 percent is reserved for city

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and county law enforcement. 

Sen. Ginny Burdick is upbeat about the 
possibilities. 

“It’s not a huge amount of money, but 
it’s better than nothing,” she says. “The 
initial signs are good.” 

There is also the expectation that with 
time, the state’s growing pains will fade. 
The backlog for lab screening has nearly 
expired, says Bovett. 

He anticipates that someday, Oregon’s 
weed will not only be price-competitive, 
but of such quality that neither the black 
market nor other states’ legal markets can 
compete. And should Oregon consider 
raising taxes, it could be a break for local 
governments. 

A TIDE IN THE 
AFFAIRS OF MEN 


I n February, four DFLers stood shoulder 
to shoulder in a dusty Senate Building 
room in St. Paul to announce a gaggle 
of bills aimed at legalization. One was a 
traditional piece of legislation to be decided 
by lawmakers. Another proposed amend¬ 
ing the state constitution to make cannabis 
use a right, such as hunting and fishing. 

It was a crapshoot strategy guaranteed 
no hearings in a Republican-controlled 
legislature, and no support even from the 
Democratic governor. 

Adversarial reporters wanted to know 
whether these legislators were private Ston¬ 
ers. Reps. Tina Liebling of Rochester, Jason 
Metsa of Virginia, Alice Hausman of St. 
Paul, and Jon Applebaum of Minnetonka 
each timorously responded that they were 
not, though all but Hausman owned up to 
giving it a try. 

The point of the cheeky exercise seemed 
to be just saying something, anything pub¬ 
licly about recreational legalization, to chip 
the glacial taboos of dubious voters. They 
noted the social problems caused by pro¬ 
hibition—nearly 7,000 arrests in 2015, car¬ 
ried out on African Americans at a rate of 
nearly 10 times higher than whites, though 
blacks statistically use only slightly more 
than whites. A new made-in-Minnesota 
industry would funnel money to schools 
and deliver property tax relief to the people, 
they argued. 

“Let’s be real. This isn’t about, Are people 
going to use it?”’ Leibling said. “They are 
using it. The problem is they’re buying 
it on the black market. They don’t know 
what’s in it. It’s putting them in contact 
with the criminal element because that’s 
how you buy it.” 

None of the bills budged. Instead, Repub¬ 
licans moved backward, suggesting a freeze 
in the medical conditions allowed in the 
existing program, and championing the 
reopening of a private prison in Appleton. 

It was exactly as weed advocate Oliver 
Steinberg of MN NORML predicted. “Any¬ 
thing we accomplish in 2017 will simply 
have to be a step in a long process. But 


maybe we could take that step.” 

Steinberg, a scrappy septuagenarian, car¬ 
ries awealthofmarijuanahistory in his head 
and a flip phone in his pocket. He leads the 
local chapter of NORML with Michael Ford, 
a thirtysomething cancer survivor with a 
celebrity-sized social media footprint on 
Facebook, Twitter, and Instagram. 

They’re volunteers, hoping to put an 
organization funded entirely by dues- 
paying, everyday people in the same ring 
as lobbyists bankrolled by Big Pharma. 
In a legislature where money carries the 
day, theirs is a David vs. Goliath fight. So 
they’ve set their sights on a constitutional 
amendment, which would allow the voters 
to bypass their leaders. 

“If we can give people the vote, I think 
it’s going to get a ridiculous amount of 
votes,” Ford says. 

Steinberg likes to quote Julius Caesar 
to describe marijuana’s popular support. 
“There is a tide in the affairs of men. Which, 
taken at the flood, leads on to fortune.” 

He sees it in the way beat cops stuffed 
dollar bills in NORML’s jar at the Open 
Streets festival last year. He sees it in the 
31,000 votes for the Legal Marijuana Now 
candidate in the 5th Congressional District, 
a guy nobody remembers because he had 
no campaign, no organization, no money, 
and no name recognition. 

In 2014, a similarly broke candidate got 
57,000 votes for attorney general, and he 
wasn’t even a lawyer. 

People cast their ballots for the Legal 
Marijuana Now party name, which was 
both a political platform and a rallying cry. 

There’s a persistent myth that states like 
Colorado are different, that their western 
sense of freedom allowed liberals and lib¬ 
ertarians to join hands in away that could 
never happen in Minnesota, where the left 
is cautious and the right still holds Reefer 
Madness sensibilities. But according to 
Mason IVert of the MarijuanaPolicy Project, 
Colorado’s road to legalization was just as 
long, cutthroat, and seemingly impossible 
as Minnesota’s path appears today. 

In 2005, Tvert moved to Colorado with 
the explicit goal of building public support 
for afirst-of-its-kind initiative. He started 
an organization with the single-minded 
purpose of educating the public, working 
tirelessly over seven years to increase the 
percentage of people who recognize that 
marijuana is safer than alcohol. 

Establishing a medical marijuana system 
is the first step. 

“It allows people to see that there’s a 
way to do this,” Tvert says. “That the fed¬ 
eral government would allow it. That you 
could have businesses openly operating, 
followingthe rules, localities that choose to 
ban them and others that choose to accept 
them. That it wouldn’t cause problems. And 
people could see them and see they were 
professionally run businesses.” 

Meaning there’s hope for Minnesota 
yet. 03 
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THE COST OF CHILL 

At Baja Haus, fresh seafood and casual vibes come with Wayzata prices

eading into the tony burg of 
Wayzata, you’ll feel the dif¬ 
ference. 

The cars are sleeker, more 
luxurious; the houses hide their enormity 
behind professionally sculpted lawns. 
The Lunds supermarket has a facade 
making it look like some New England 
manse that also happens to sell paper 
towels. As you wind your way into the 
town proper, families fresh off the sailboat 
flip-flop along the sidewalk. 

You might feel an itch of aspiration 
as you hear the clunking sound your 
car makes, rumbling to a stop in front 
of Baja Haus. 


The beachy coastal grill kicks back 
in the same strip mall that houses the 
critically acclaimed Sushi Fix, where chef 
Billy Tserenbat built his considerable 
following. After opening Baja Haus, 
Tserenbat sold Sushi Fix to owners who 
plan on spreading the brand across the 
United States and perhaps abroad. 

Goodbye sushi, kobe beef, and Japanese 
whisky; hello fish tacos, tequila, and 
ceviche. 

Channeling a Mexi-Cali beach house, 
Baja Haus is still a little stiff, offering 
casual ambiance with palpable effort. 
Something about forced relaxation tends 
to induce the opposite effect. Giant, 
photorealistic murals of surfboards deck 
the walls; a line of beach-cruiser bikes 


hangs above your head; the Pina Colada 
song might be playing—it was on our 
visit, willing us to just chill, man. 

If you go for happy hour (4 to 6 p.m. 
every day), you might slip right into that 
mode, reluctantly head-bobbing to “Who 
Let the Dogs Out” and munching on 
scratch-made chips. A selection of $7 
snacks, though not a steal, still feels like a 
deal: golden chips and fresh guacamole, 
a queso fondue that builds on the tongue 
to a gently spicy burn, the satisfying bite 
of a tostada topped with chicken tinga, 
and that day’s ceviche special. For $8, 
upgrade to a cocoa-pineapple pork taco 
or a shrimp taquito. Happy hour drinks, 
like a $7 sangria, are similarly reasonably 
priced, though far from the two-for-ones

happy-hour hawks flock to. 

Off the main menu’s shareable plates, 
we thoroughly enjoyed the crunchy 
cheese roll appetizer ($11), a sleeve of 
pan-crisped Manchego cheese. It’s made 
by spreading cheese across a hot pan 
until it browns and, while it’s still pliable, 
shaping it around a glass. The sizeable 
cylinder of golden cheese arrives with 
a trio of salsas and the suggestion that 
you crack it right down the center with a 
knife. It shatters. You dive in. The whole 
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10years. Simply Amazing. You don’t get there 
without doing some things right. We are thrilled 
that people are noticing.

squid ($13) was another success, sauteed 
with chile butter and lime and grilled just 
enough to garner a char but not enough 
to rubberize the tentacles. 

The menu is partitioned under colorful 
headers: Ceviche, Fun to Share, Entrees, 
Salads, Chef’s Specials, Tacos. An inside 
flap explains the Baja Haus mission 
and hammers it home with emojis: a 
thumbs-up next to the words “We Care” 
and a check mark 
next to “Always 
Fresh.” 

Baja Haus has 
made an admirable 
commitment 
to using local 
ingredients and 
fresh, sustainable 
seafood flown in 
daily. They make 
their sauces in-house and hand-craft 
their tortillas and chips from scratch. 
The menu claims they don’t even own 
a freezer. 

You can taste that freshness in the 
plump, perfectly seared diver scallops. 
They’re meaty and tender, not rubbery and 
wan. Unfortunately, an unpleasantly sweet 
pineapple sauce and a bland chile sauce 
did little to enhance the exceptionally 
cooked scallops, which needed salt or 
acid to round out the flavor. Little chewy 
hunks of chorizo felt out of place next to 
the delicate fish, and the lack of a starch 
(the menu promises hominy, we didn’t 
see any) makes this a tougher sell for a 
complete meal. You’d expect one for $36. 

Sides are available for an additional 
$9. The yuca was a surprise hit, smashed 


and pan-fried to create a perfect hybrid 
of soft and crispy tuber, with fragrant 
notes of coconut, lime, and chile. The 
Mexican Street Corn, a deconstructed 
elote, was a bit too salty, saved somewhat 
by the char on the corn. We appreciated 
not having the mess of a mayo-covered 
corn cob to deal with. (There’s a reason 
elote is street food.) 

The more successful sections of this 
menu are the 
tacos and ceviche, 
though the former 
are priced a bit 
high and the latter 
are more like crudo 
than your standard 
lime-cured fish 
snack. A pair of 
steak tacos a la 
carte ($14) were 
fine, arriving with tender, well-seasoned 
strips of meat in an easy-to-gobble 
package. The tempura fish tacos were 
the best we’ve had in a while, thanks in 
part to Baja Haus’ fresh seafood mission. 
The type of fish changes regularly, but it’s 
hard to imagine a better variety than the 
mako shark we were treated to: sizeable 
pieces of delicate shark were battered 
in impossibly light tempura, yielding an 
airy, not greasy, shell. 

On the ceviche list, Tserenbat flexes his 
sushi muscle a bit, sending out plates of 
expertly carved tuna and hamachi. The 
Mexican Ponzu hamachi ceviche ($16) 
balances that salty Japanese sauce with 
sweet orange segments, a bit of chile heat 
on the back end, and radish for crunch. 
Our server’s professed favorite, the tuna

ceviche ($17), lacked heat and acidity, 
favoring instead the sweetness of kiwi and 
papaya, but the echo of the tuna’s texture 
in the fleshy fruit made it a pleasure to eat. 

Cocktails were similarly missing the 
balance of acidity, leaning too heavily 
toward the saccharine or the boozy 
(though of the two, we’ll take the latter). 
For $9-$13 a pop, we can think of several 
Twin Cities bars that would knock the 
same drinks out of the park. The tap list 
is minimal enough to nudge you to the 
mezcal menu: only Dos Equis, Bud Light, 
and one rotating beer, though there is 
prosecco on tap, which feels appropriate 
after a long day on Lake Minnetonka. 

If you love south- of-the-border spirits, 
you’ll be delighted with the selection here, 
from easy-sipping tequilas to complex 
mezcals. If you’re worried about driving 
home, the price tags (ranging from $8 
for a shot of Cuervo to a whopping $28 
for a round of top-shelf stuff) should 
keep you in line. 

For dessert, a tres leches cake was 
forgettable, though the flavorless tangle 
of chile threads that came atop it was not. 
The sensation was like someone tossed 
a handful of grass on our picnic. 

Baja Haus brings several important 
questions to the fore, about how much 
we’re willing to pay for fresh sustainable 
seafood in a landlocked state, and whether 
fine-dining prices in a casual setting is 
something we can reconcile. Is it worth 
the drive to Wayzata to avoid food that’s 
been in a freezer? If it is for you, you’re 
going to want fine-dining quality when 
easily racking up a bill of $100-plus. And 
you’ll want more hits and fewer misses 
than we found at Baja Haus. 03

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GHOST IN THE SHEET 

A Ghost Story takes a poignant and pregnant look at life after death

ew things are both simple and 
ambitious, but A Ghost Story 
manages the balance. 

The film largely takes place in 
the same geographical location; there’s 
virtually zero dialogue; and the lead, 
who just won an Oscar for Best Actor, 
is hidden beneath a sheet like Charlie 
Brown for most of the picture. And yet 
somehow writer-director David Lowery 
transfigures this no-frills (and silly at 
face value) concept into a tremendous 
movie that spans centuries and speaks 
volumes about love and death while hardly 
saying a word. 

A Ghost Story jumps around in time 
quite a bit, but ultimately it’s the story of 
a man named C (Casey Affleck), whose 
wife, M (Rooney Mara), wants to move 


out of their small home. C dies in a car 
crash outside the house and awakens at 
the hospital as the old-timey image of a 
ghost: a white bed sheet with eyeholes. 

At a screening of a different movie, 
people chuckled when they saw ghost 
C in the trailer, but be warned: If you’re 
expecting a run-of-the-mill quirky indie 
dramedy, this is not it. As C returns home, 
we’re subjected to heavy melancholia on 
all fronts, and A Ghost Story plays out as 
an uncomfortable but powerful narrative. 

Some people will absolutely loathe this 
movie. It’s certainly not easy viewing. 
There’s nothing grotesque or terrifying; 
it’s simply pacing and deliberate direction 
that make it a challenge. This is the kind 
of film that mainstream moviegoers see 
five minutes of and wonder how anybody 
could enjoy something so dull. Lowery 
lets scenes unfold slowly and purpose¬ 


fully, with stationary shots holding us 
captive throughout grievous long takes. 
When M gets home after her husband’s 
death, she begins grief-eating a pie. One 
bite becomes two, two become three— 
Mara wolfs down damn near the whole 
thing without a camera cut, each bite 
lending increasing disgust and despair 
to the moment. 

The sound, or lack thereof, makes you 
feel at once isolated and hyper-aware of 
everything going on around you. I bought 
a popcorn, but because the theater was so 
somber and pin-drop quiet throughout, 
every bite proved obnoxious to me and 
everyone else in attendance. I gave up. A 
Ghost Story is, literally, not a popcorn flick. 

It is, however, the latest idiosyncratic 
and stunning film distributed by A24, a 
company that’s only been around since 
2012 but has delivered some of the most

standout pictures of the past few years: 
ExMachina,Room, and Moonlight. Only 
five years in and the name has already 
become something of a certificate of 
quality, synonymous with differential 
and audacious work. Their output feels 
like something out of another era, when 
movies could be evocative, strange, dar¬ 
ing, and more than anything, difficult, 
while still being enjoyable. 

A Ghost Story hits every one of those 
points, delivering a haunting and medita¬ 
tive spectacle. It’s hard to watch, but that’s 
part of what makes it so brilliant—and 
the payoff is so very worth it. Just don’t 
buy any popcorn. 03

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A PASSING GRADE 

The Bechdel Show playfully explores how we fail the test

t the opening of The Bechdel Show, 
the Slap Happy Studios troupe 
explain the Bechdel Test. Named 
for cartoonist Alison Bechdel, who 
popularized it, the test asks whether a work 
of fiction has two named female characters 
who have a conversation together about 
something other than a man. About a third 
of current Hollywood movies fail, according 
to a count by Fusion. 

The Bechdel Show, a brisk and eclectic 
sketch comedy evening, takes the test as 
table ante not just for movies, but for life 
in general—and not just for gender, but for 
sexual orientation. Creators Erin Cargill, 
Erika Bloomdahl, and Beth Ann Powers 
direct a series ofbits calling out the assump¬ 
tions and indignities foisted upon women 
and members of queer communities. 

The Slap Happy performers enact a 
series of scenarios that will resonate with 
anyone who’s ever borne the brunt of a 
double standard, and will open the eyes 
of those who haven’t. The Bechdel Show 
uses amiable humor to make an important 
point: Privilege is pervasive, and your own 
conscience isn’t the final arbiter of whether 
you’re being hurtful or exclusionary. 

The show largely doesn’t bother target¬ 
ing unambiguous misogynists. Instead, it 
turns its sights on people like a cis hetero 
white guy who knows all about Bechdel’s 
Fun Home, and is ready to mansplain inter¬ 
sectional feminism. In a video sketch, a 
hippie dude demonstrates what a sensitive 
singer-songwriter he is... and then reveals 
that he feels entitled to a warm reception

from any woman he deigns to serenade. 

Many of the sketches dramatize the frus¬ 
tration of characters, like two women who 
can’t escape the assumption that they’re 
“gal pals” even when people know they’re 
lesbians in a committed relationship (“I 
wish I could marry my BFF!”). A sketch 
that inspires both laughs and appreciative 
applause involves a glib couple who are 
expecting a baby. They visit a balloon shop 
trying to plan a gender-reveal celebration, 
but the clerk, who is trans, has other plans 
for their party. 

While the young performers aren’t as 
seasoned as some of their peers on the local 
scene, they keep the pace up and the energy 
high. So if there’s a sketch that you’re not 
giggling at, you just have to wait a minute 
or two and the scene will shift. There’s a 
nice balance of dialogue-focused bits and 
interludes of physical comedy like the cli¬ 
mactic session of “broga,” featuring two 
clumsy guys who think a yoga class is a 
great place to pick up chicks. 

All of the show’s cast members are white, 
a fact they make repeated reference to, 
demonstrating that they understand the 
need for themselves to have the kind of 
self-awareness and humility they ask of 
others. "I don’t like to talk about race. It 
divides us,” says one character in a sketch 
that ends, pointedly, with Taylor Swift’s 
"Shake It Off.” 03

A TEST... 

Program changes are in 
the works (again) at KFAI 
community radio. This 
time it could be different.

T here are only two certainties in 
life: death and schedule changes 
at KFAI. Three years ago, the 
eclectic community radio under¬ 
dog came shockingly close to the former— 
and that has led to a lot of the latter. 

After an overdue internal review, steered 
by third-year general manager Leah Hon- 
sky and program director Dale Connelly, 
KFAI—Twin Cities Community Radio-FM, 
Fresh Air Radio, 90.3, 106.7, www.kfai. 
org—launches a major revamp Monday, 
July 31, with a focus on the station’s chronic 
challenge: morning programming. 

The current two-hour block of news 
and public affairs programs that begins 
at 8 a.m., anchored by the increasingly 
on-point Democracy Now with Amy Good¬ 
man, moves to noon, making room for six 
hours of music from sunrise to lunch. A 
mix of new and existing shows from 8 
a.m. to noon will seek to further KFAI’s 
identity as a world-music leader. 

But the biggest change is from 6 a.m. to 8 
a.m. The end has finally come for Morning 
Blend and its rotating crew of volunteer DJs. 
KFAI has long considered—and resisted— 
choosing a steady weekday host with real 
interview chops, but its decision-makers 
determined the move was finally necessary 
for the station to regain its presence in the 
community and maintain even a toehold 
in the competitive morning radio market. 

In fact, they chose two. Barb Abney, 
well-known in town for her time with 89.3 
the Current and Go 96.3, and Miss Brit, 
the current co-host of KFAI’s urban music 
and culture show, Soul Tools Radio, will 
anchor a mash-up of music, news, origi¬ 
nal features, and whatever else happens 
to work. The co-hosts will have input on 
a station-curated playlist that (one can 
hope) will draw from the best of KFAI’s 
limitless menu.

In addition, newer programs running 
later in the morning, such as Juhmondeh 
Tweh’s Afrique Nomad, will have a little 
more stylistic flexibility than KFAI listeners 
might be used to. “A different radio sta¬ 
tion every hour” was a catchy slogan but a 
clunky programming strategy. Becoming a 
slightly different station every 15 minutes 
may be a more inviting prospect for listen¬ 
ers, or at least encourage those who tune 
out to check back in sooner. 

Until recently KFAI’s ratings were off the 
charts—literally. When the station didn’t 
even rank, research firms waived their fees. 
During an emergency restructure in 2014, 
sympathetic community radio consultants 
had a clear message: Hire an experienced 
radio person to move the needle, or risk 
getting the needle within a year. 

A nationwide job posting caught the 
eye of a 15-year radio pro in Montana with 
Twin Cities family ties. Honsky had been 
an Uptowner herself while studying at 
Brown Institute and remembered the clas¬ 
sic KFAI of the late ’90s. Her rise through 
commercial radio in her native Missoula 
was buzzkilled when local owners formed 
co-op agreements to become a Jack FM 
and an ESPN affiliate. (Sound familiar?) 
For a music fan and self-described radio 
nerd who had worked in programming, 
production, and promotion, a reclamation 
project in the nation’s 16th-largest market 
didn’t look so bad. 


“My uncle owned KCAJ-FM in northern 
Minnesota,” says Honsky, who’s fast-talking 
and refreshingly candid. “During floods 
in Roseau and Grand Forks, they were so 
integral to the community. Even in Missoula 
we were locally owned and able to react 
to what the community needed. I realized 
that’s what really mattered in radio, and 
KFAI was the perfect place to do that in 
the middle of corporate radio hell.” 

In addition to past staffers who remained 
as loyal volunteers, Honsky joined former 
MPR Morning Show host Connelly, now 
in his fourth year as program director. 
Those two bring more real radio aware¬ 
ness than any top two in Fresh Air’s 40 
years. Together, they’ve been using their 
authority to create the ground-level power 
boost KFAI will need to survive and to 
compete not only with Radio K and the 
Current, but with the BBC Online or Spotify 
for that matter. 

Community stations may not have acute 
ratings pressure, but even benevolent 
underwriters won’t pony up for a sta¬ 
tion with no listeners. Honsky’s second 
year was devoted to evaluating programs, 
energizing volunteers, and boosting metrics 
that help raise money, particularly time 
spent listening. Her research revealed 
what everyone knew but few dared say: 
The station, while known for its progres¬ 
sive politics, had a ghostly dearth of new 
blood and fresh ideas on air, especially in 


light of the Cities’ demographic changes. 

The culture change within KFAI has been 
swift but methodical. Honsky and Connelly 
have used web exclusives to expand con¬ 
tent and mentor new programmers. And 
when older programmers left, vacancies 
weren’t filled immediately, but instead 
staffed temporarily with miniseries and 
month-long residencies that served as trial 
runs for newcomers. That’s how singer- 
songwriter Nicholas David, a finalist on the 
third season of NBC’s The Voice, crafted 
his Tuesday-morning free-range rhythm 
and roots show East of Here, West of Now. 

A major change in the station’s power 
structure made Honsky’s task easier before 
she even arrived. The once dominant pro¬ 
gram committee had been reshaped into a 
“content advisory committee” that merely 
offers recommendations to a program 
director and a decisive general manager. 
The GM and PD are also members of that 
small committee, streamliningthe decision¬ 
making process. 

Honsky has tried to wield her unusual 
power carefully. “I heard tons of horror 
stories about the last redesign [in 2010] 
when a lot of things changed, feelings were 
hurt, and people felt their voices were not 
listened to,” she says. To avoid a rerun of 
that drama, Connelly has been the off-air 
voice of the station’s sometimes contentious 
Wordpress forum, detailing and debating 
the revamp’s twists and turns with much 
consideration and a deft determination. 

“Throughout the process I tried to keep 
an open mind,” Honsky says. “Some people 
wanted extreme things—to turn it into a 
total playground. Some didn’t want any 
change at all.” 

The reboot may seem like a little of both. 
In contrast to the major morning over¬ 
haul, evening news and music is almost 
untouched. And KFAI’s traditionally strong 
p.m. drive of rockin’ R&B shows remains 
relatively stable, though the fiesta en el 
estudio vibe of LatinoAltROCK! moves 
from morning to the prized hora feliz, 
Friday at 4 p.m. 

And it’s not just the music scheduling 
that’s changed. Somali educator and activist 
Abdirizak Bihi’s community discussion pro¬ 
gram, where guests from all backgrounds 
talk (in English) about anything from raising 
teenagers to preventing terror recruitment, 
moves to an expanded p.m. strip. In time, 
this evening public affairs block could grow 
into a genuine alternative to the human 
interest fluff and political soap opera of 
mainstream broadcast news.

Andrew Bird has always been faithful 
to the spirit of American folk music, but 
never at the expense of his own origi¬ 
nality—the Illinois native’s songcraft is 
inimitable.

and Bowl of Fire, Bird broke through as 
a solo performer with a pair of albums 
in the mid-aughts, his musical acumen 
coalescing on the 2005 chamber-pop 
swirler Andrew Bird St the Mysterious 
Production of Eggs and the more guitar- 
driven Armchair Apocrypha in 2007.
